FOREWORD 


To  supervise  my  excavations  and  to  collect  more  rare  pieces,  I 
pay  a visit  each  summer  to  the  Near  Eastern  countries.  In  1927 
while  in  Persia,  my  native  land,  I was  fortunate  in  purchasing 
from  a Prince  a very  valuable  and  important  collection  of  Persian 
antiques  which  he  had  inherited.  This  collection  comprised  many 
large  pieces  such  as  complete  sets  of  enamelled  mural  tiles,  painted 
doors,  wedding  mirrors  and  panels  from  the  interior  of  royal 
palaces,  together  with  pottery  excavated  from  different  cities  of 
Persia,  antique  and  semi-antique  rugs,  brocades,  and  other  objects 
of  art. 

Because  I could  not  provide  it  space  in  my  already  overcrowded 
New  York  gallery,  this  collection  was  sent  directly  to  The  Anderson 
Galleries  and  ordered  sold  at  public  auction.  In  order  to  make  it 
more  representative  of  every  branch  of  Near  Eastern  art,  I have 
added  to  the  collection  about  180  lots  from  my  stock,  eighty  of 
which  are  very  fine  Persian  miniatures,  thirty-five  early  excavated 
iridescent  glass,  and  the  remainder  manuscripts,  Hispano-Moresque 
and  Persian  decorative  antique  pottery  and  miscellaneous  Persian 
works  of  art.  The  date  given  for  each  piece  is  rather  conservative, 
and  appears  with  a brief  description;  the  rest  is  left  to  the  con- 
noisseur, the  lover  of  art  and  the  bidder  at  auction. 

Persian  antiques  are  becoming  more  and  more  scarce  in  Persia, 
and  their  prices  are  rising  every  year.  I offer  at  this  auction, 
therefore,  a rare  opportunity  to  museums  and  to  art  lovers  to 
enrich  their  collections  while  they  may  with  more  rare  pieces,  at 
their  own  figures.
